SPEED AND 'BAD 
MANNERS' ARE 
CRASH CAUSES 


Drivers who had failed to slow . 
when 
conditions did 
not 
p erm it; 
normal traveling speeds caused most 
of the 18 accidents during May, the 
recapitulation of the activities of the 
local sub-station of the state police 
disclosed today 
During May there were two p e r-1 
sons killed in as m any fatal ac­ 
cidents. Five persons were injured 
and property damage totalled $4,860 
The m onth was one of the "saf- j 
est,” Judging by the num ber of ac­ 
cidents 
and 
injured, 
in 
recent 
months. During April there were 33 
accidents 
including 
one 
fatal. 
Twenty-four persons were injured 
and the property damage totalled 
$36,019. For May a year ago, there 
were 22 accidents, three were killed. 
17 injured and damage totalled $15,- 
190. 
More "Bad Manners" 
Next to too fast for conditions, as 
a cause for crashes, came failure to 
yield the right of way, failure to 
keep to the right side of the high­ 
way. improper passes and Improper 
turns. All of the m ajor causes were 
based on "poor road m anners," state 
police pointed out. 
Wednesday was the worst day for 
accidents with four of the sm ash­ 
ups happening on Wednesdays. The 
week-end 
accident 
incidence also 
remained high. 
In their attem pts to stop the wave 
of highway crashes the police made 
96 traffic arrests. They spent 1,446 
hours on traffic work including 466 
patrols. The police traveled 19,245 
miles by car, 467 miles by motorcycle 
and 135 miles In their own personal 
cars during the m onth. 
In addition to their traffic work 
I the officers spent 303 hours on 
crim inal work and 154 hours on 
special 
assignments. 
They 
made 
ten criminal Investigations and 19 
investigations for other state de­ 
partm ents. One stolen car was re­ 
covered, valued at $1,650 and $100 
in other property was recovered.

Impressions Of Gettysburg 
And Citizens In 1882 Told 
Historians By Dr. Alleman 


The Gettysburg of 1882 and its 
personalities were described to m em ­ 
bers of Hie Adams County Historical 
Society at their June meeting Tues­ 
day evening at the court house by 
Dr. Herbert C 
Alleman, professor 
emeritis of the Gettysburg Lutheran 
Theological seminary and form er 
pastor of College Lutheran church. 
Doctor Alleman entertained the 
historians with his recollections of 
the Gettysburg he found when he 
came here at the age of 14 from 
Shippensburg to 
prepare for 
en­ 
trance to Gettysburg college at the 
academy. 
"Dignified" was the term most 
often applied to the town and its 
leading citizens of th a t day. 
Like Southern Town 
"The aspect of Gettysburg in 1882 
was more like th a t of a Southern 
town than any other picture I can 
draw," he said. "Dignity was one 
of its chief products in th a t day. 
Even its leading m erchants wore 
frock coats and cutaways and their 
business was conducted in a more 
or less dignified way. 
"The town’s retail business was 
a question of gentlem anly exchange. 
Goods were not throw n a t you or 


jammed into showwindows and you 
did not have bills proclaiming spe­ 
cial premiums thrust upon you,” he 
said. 
W hen Doctor Alleman came to 
Gettysburg to begin his studies it 
was a 10-hour journey by rail from 
Shippensburg to Harrisburg, to York, 
to Baughm an’s Valley, to Hanover 
and finally to Gettysburg. His first 
impressions of the town were of 
its charm , "a little town nestled 
among the trees." Carlisle street 
then was “a dream of beauty." 
Compared With Jerusalem 
The town had 2,500 residents. Its 
size and contour he compared to 
th a t of Jerusalem . Its limits then 
were Stevens on the north, South 
street on the south and the two 
"points" (schools) to the east ana 
west. Gettysburg then. was "famous 
or infam ous” for Its dusty, sprinkler- 
less streets and its "rocking” brick 
sidewalks. 
The Weaver building with 
the 
opera house on the second floor was 
alm ost 
an "intrusion" in 
center 
square which was lined by older 
landm arks In which he included the 
Wills house, the home of Mrs. Rob-

Three Children Missing In 


Vermont Floods; Vast Damage 


(By The Associated Press) 
W ith at least four persons—three 
of them children—missing and up­ 
wards of 500 homeless, Rutland, Vt., 
today 
staggered 
toward 
recovery 
from a roaring flood th at caused 
damage estimated at more than 


$ 2,000,000. 
National guardsmen patrolled the 
flooded residential area and em er­ 
gency kitchens were set up to feed 
the homeless in Vermont’s second 
largest city. Clearing weather indi­ 
cated the worst was over. Business 
virtually was suspended as every­ 
one went to work to help the home­ 
less and clear debris. 
Rutland was the worst hit of sev­ 
eral communities struck by flash 
floods that followed torrential rains 
in Ohio. Pennsylvania, New York 
and New England. 
A bursting dam north of Rutland 
sent a nine-foot wall of water pour­ 
ing across sections of the city last 
night. An estimated 500 families left 
their homes; some heeded advance 
warnings and others were taken out 
by boat and canoe. The city of 18,000 


was left without drinking water or 
electric service today. 
Unconfirmed reports reached R ut­ 
land that Proctor, a community 
west of there, also was badly hit. All 
communications were out. 
The Red Cross set up a relief 
headquarters in Rutland armory. 
Another dam burst 18 miles up 
the Moose river from Lyons Falls, 
N. Y., wrecking a bridge spanning 
the m ain highway into the Adiron- 
dacks and flooding farmlands but 
the village 
itself 
escaped 
major 
damage. 
In Oneida. N. Y., Oneida creek re­ 
ceded after spreading over a six- 
block area and flooding 300 homes. 
A fourth of Elmira, N. Y., was flood­ 
ed by Chemung river tributaries, 
which quickly receded. Rising Six- 
mile creek caused the evacuation of 
35 Ithaca families. 
High water took out bridges a t 
Noblesboro, 35 miles north of Utica, 
and at Floyd, the New York state 
police reported. Highways in m any 
areas were blocked by flood damage.
